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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

Claims 1-10 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 6 of copending 
Application No. 10/709,779. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because it is an obvious variation of the claimed

invention. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 -9 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed July 1 , 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The arguments regarding the double patenting rejection have been 
considered but deem unconvincing. Applicant should provide a terminal disclaimer.
